Our  yearbook  would  not  be  complete  without  a  glimpse  behind  the  scenes 
of  the  Manassas  Technical  School,  formerly  Manassas  State  Vocational  School, 
because  many  of  their  students  are  half-day  students  at  Osbourn. 

From  the  day  it  was  established  in  1944,  it  has  come  a  long  way  and  hundreds 
of  students  have  passed  through  its  portals. 

It  was  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  training  beyond  the  high  school  level 
for  youths  who  have  no  intentions  of  receiving  professional  training  in  colleges. 

The  school  is  administrated  by  the  Prince  William  County  School  Board  of 
Education.  The  Virginia  State  Board  of  Education  is  responsible  for  the  over-all 
supervision  of  the  school. 

The  staff  of  the  school  is  composed  of  men  and  women  carefully  selected  for 
special  ability  in  specific  fields  of  Vocational  work. 

Students  from  the  school  divisions  of  Fairfax,  Loudon,  Warren,  Rappahan¬ 
nock,  Culpeper,  King  George,  Prince  William,  Stafford,  Fauquier,  and  Alexandria 
city  are  attending  the  school  at  present. 

Academic  work  is  offered  through  Osbourn  High  School,  from  which  credits 
earned  may  be  transferred  to  a  student’s  local  high  school  and  applied  toward 
graduation. 

The  courses  offered  by  the  school  at  present  are:  Automobile  Mechanics, 
Carpentry,  Woodworking,  Cosmetology,  Drafting,  Electricity,  Machine  Shop,  Office 
Practice,  Shorthand,  Typewriting,  Practical  Nursing,  Radio,  Welding,  and  Sheet 
Metal.
